Gove and 
his friend had with them some bottles 
of whiskey.

they offered him a drink. He refused. 
Gove then picked up a large stone and 
hit Hayes with It. Hayes gave chase, 
but could do nothing owing to the large 
number of Cove's friends who were 
present. 


The incident caused some little talk 


on tho part of tho two men. Hayes, it 


is said, ventured the statement that 
Gove would have acted far differently 
had the two of them only been present. 
When told of this Gove. Is said to have 
announced that Hayes was unable to 
Instil fear into his veins, and that he 
didn't know but what he would "get" 
Hayes anyway.

Gove says he went into Boston yes- 


terday morning and got. his revolver 
from a pawnshop, and went out of his 
way later on to be near Hayes home, 
directly opposite which the shooting 
took place.

against the Worcester Baseball club, 
which involved the sale of Harry Lord 
and t\vo other players. Counsel lor the 
Worcester club has secured execution 
for a bill of costs amounting to $65, 
but it is understood that they have as 
yet been unable to collect. 


Some three years ago Doe was man- 


ager of New Bedford and secured the 
services of a number of players for 
Burkett. Among them 
were 
Harry 


Lord, present third baseman and cap- 
tain for the Red Sox, and two other 
players. Doe claimed to have the play- 
ers under contract when they went to 
Worcester, and declared that he was 
to receive what purchase money might 
accrue from their sale to other teams. 
Lord was sold to the Boston Americana 
and Doe sought to collect $1700. Judge 
Fessenden, in the equity session of the 
superior. court of Suffolk county, de- 
cided against Doe, but did not state 
reasons for denying tho claim of the 
New Bedford man, that not being nec- 
essary. Doe, through his counsel'. Geo. 
W. Reed o£ Boston, sought to learn the 
reasons of the court's denial of 
his 


claim, and appealed to the 
supreme 


court. 


That body was to take up the matter 


within a few days, but on Thursday 
word was received by the management 
of the Worcester club that the objec- 
tions and appeal were withdrawn, and 
that the judgment of costs was in fa- 
vor of the Worcester Baseball club. 


It was expected at the time the ap- 


peal was entered that Doe would put 
in the claim that he was to have no 
connection with the interests 
of tho 


Worcester club. Doe was running tho 
New Bedford club when 
he decided 


that a change of environment would 
do him good. He is said to have made 
a pact with Jimmy Collins, now mana- 
ger 
of 
the Providence team in the 


Eastern league, and Burkett, that

and, if they were held until ho got 
ready to move to that city, well and 
good; 
if they were sold, Doe was to 


receive the purchase money. 


Doe, 
shortly after, sold his interest 


in the New Bedford team to Shea ant). 
Burke. Not long after, Chadbourne, a 
pitcher now farmed out by the Red 
Sox to Indianapolis, Lord and Bushee 
were traded to the Boston American 
team by Burkott, and that started the 
court proceedings. It was claimed it 
the trial that one check for $500 was 
sent in payment for Chadbourne, and 
that Doe realized on the piece of pa- 
per.

price, $600, was deposited by the treas-

It is well known that witli the .rivers and canals passing the doors of 


children the temptation to go in bathing is very great so long as no other 
facility for bathing is provided.

This city has already too much blank wall space where mills front on 


public .streets.

They must be dipped into a warm sud 
of some pure white soap (never us 
hot Water or strong soap) and gently 
patted between the hands until clean 
giving especial attention to the nnge 
tips. Rinse In several clear waters ant 
never dry them by trying to wring 
the.m as one does a handkerchief. Thl 
method will almost ruin the gloves, fo 
places will be stretched thin, If not Into 
holes, by the severe treatment. 


Instead, squeeze or press the wate 


out of them by rolling them In a dr; 


t towel. Hang the.m up in the gun anc 


air for a few minutes, then put then 
on the hands and genVIy rub them un- 
til dry. This will leave'the gloves jus 
the right size (or the wearer and as 
good as new. 


White silk or cotton gloves must be 


washed with care or they will soon 
turn yellowish. This can bo prevented 
however, by observing several precau- 
tions.

Then buy a few cents' worth of liar 
solder. 
Whenever a leak makes it 


appearance/in the tinware scrape ol 
any rust tllat'may be round It, cut of 
a piece o£ the soldering and place 1 
upon the hole and hold the vessel ove 
a burning lamp or any flame wher 
the leak may be exposed to heat unti 
the solder melts and spreads enough 
to cover the hole. Then remove anc 
hold In position until the solder coolb 
enough to harden. 


If It Is necessary to mend any par_ 


of tinware that cannot be ,exposed to 
the name or stove, heat, have an iron 
spoon in which to melt the solder 
treat the leak in tho'same manner 
to cleaning and apply tho acid, have 
a poker made hot and hold it on the 
leak until the parts around are heatec 
and then pour the solder on. 


In the olden times housekeepers used 


to prevent tho wearing of the bottom 
of pans and kettles by putting legs ol 
pewter on them, and the present day 
tinware would last much longer b> 
putting legs of solder on all pieces that 
are not used on the stove.

GLOOMY MILL WALLS FRONTING ON STREETS 


This city has already too much blank wall space 'where mills front on 


public streets. 
On Middlesex street there is a good illustration of the 


sjoom that is disseminated by these big mill gables coming out lo the side- 


walk. Bridge sired, nlready had in this respect, will soon be much worse if 


the Massachusetts company follows the old-time custom uf building its high 


mill walls out to the street front without being relieved in any way from 


the sameness of the red brick work broken only by an occasional window. 


.Another big mill is being erected on East Merrimack street, we might say 


on Merrimack square, with one side out close to the sidewalk. 
U would 


seem to,be in order for "the city beautiful committee" of the board of trade 


lo use its influence with the Massachusetts company in the direction, of 


having (ho new mill walls fronting on Bridge and East Merrimack streets 


cither well lighted or in some other way relieved of the usual monotony 


presented by such walls. 
This company at first planned a Couple of 


ornamental bridges across East Merrimack street; but this idea 
was 


abandoned on account of danger and the bad precedent that would thus be 
established. But (here is no objection against a fair degree of ornamenta- 
tion on a mill wall fronting on a public street. The least that should bo 
done in such cases is In make unusually good provision for perfect lighting 
so that the mill wall will not injure the street and even surrounding property 
or. account of its gloomy and monotonous appearance. 


EX-GOVERNOR FOLK FOR PRESIDENT 


Out through (lie west the sentiment in favor of Joseph W. Folk of 


Missouri for president is rapidly growing. 
The boom was started at a 


banquet of the Missouri Democratic league on June 3, and since that date 


it seems to have gained strength at a wonderful rate. 


H had been stated that Champ Clark, congressman from Missouri, 


would b'e a candidate for president, but at the banquet mentioned he gavo 


out H. statement that lie would be a candidate for congress, and nobody 


was authorized to say lhat he is a candidate for the presidency. 
That 


cleared the field for Folk so far as Missouri is concerned, and certainly 


the sentiment seems already to have spread to all parts of the country. 


Folk has won his popularity by his own unlive ability in a long series 


of contests for better government. Me has always announced that he did 


not want, iiny boodler, briber or machine man to vote for him, and yet he 


Las been elected in such cases by sweeping majorities. 


Norman J. Coleman, a member of Cleveland's cabinet, said after the 


banquet that he had never seen such a representative crowd of democrats 


(hiring his sixty years' experience as that which endorsed 
Folk. 
He 


declared that ex-Governor Folk has elements of strength that no other 


democrat in the country can show. The record of his fights for civic purity 


and better government constitutes an interesting chapter of American con- 


temporary history. He first, made his mark as circuit attorney in St. Louis, 


exposing more corruption than was ever laid bare in the history of this 


country. When he started, venality in government was the rule rather than 


the exception but he aroused the public conscience with the result that a 


pure public sentiment, reigns in Missouri today. 
He inaugurated his first 


campaign with what is known as the "Missouri idea," which means that 


citizenship in a free country implies a civic obligation to enforce the per- 


formance of every public trust; lhat bribery is treason and that the givers 
and takers of bribes are the traitors of peace; that, laws are made to be 
enforced not to be ignored; that officials should no more embezzle the public 
power entrusted to them than the public money placed in their custody.

convention. Bryan of course will be a. factor, but if he plans lo draw his 
supporters together in Ms favor with it. view to capturing thn nomination 
onco more the purly may »B well go out. of business.

• To the hostess who likes to let her 
patriotism shine before men and who 
revels in the display of Old Glory the 
table set for a Fourth of July supper 
seen, in the illustration will doubtless 
appeal more strongly than the chan- 
ticleer effect.

TO GLEAN CHAMOIS AND SILK GLOVES 


rpHEJ season for silk gloves is at hand, 


Chamois gloves have been a favor- 


ite hand covering all winter, but there 
are many women who In summer aro 
obliged to eschew, kid gante, and the 
alternative Is silk, HR!O or chamois. 
Chamois gloves In good quality are 
very smart, and they may be easily 
washed and look well If properly done. 
They must be dipped into a warm suds 
of some pure 'white soap (never use 
hot water or strong soap) and gently 
patted between the hands until clean, 
giving especial attention to the finger 
tips. Rinse In several clear waters and 
never dry them by trying to wring 
them as one does a handkerchief. This 
method will almost ruin the gloves, for 
places will be stretched thin, If not Into 
holes, by the severe treatment. 


Instead, squeeze or press tho water 


out of them by rolling them in a dry 
towel. Hang them up In the nun and 
air for a few minutes, then put them 
on tho hands and gently rub them un- 
til dry. This will leave the gloves Just 
the right aizo for the wearer and as 
good as new. 


White silk or cotton gloves must bo 


washed with care or they will soon 
turn yellowish. This can be prevented, 
however, by observing several precau- 
tions. 


Never wash silk gloves in hot water, 


but in lukewarm, and rinse In cold wa- 
ter with a touch of bluing in It. Do

not rub soap on the cllk gloves, as la 
usually, done, but dip them into suds 
made from some good white soap and 
hang them in the air to dry quickly. 
Silk gloves of delicate .colors should al- 
ways be dried In the shade, as the sun 
fades them. Borax or ammonia in the 
water in small quantities Is sometimes 
good, but if used too often it will yel- 
low the gloves. 


After they are dry press with a mod- 


erately hot iron or merely straighten 
the fingers out nicely with your hands. 
Put them away, folded between sheets 
of blue cambric or paper if they aro to 
be left any time. The blue color pre 
vents anything white, as dresses, os- 
trich plumes, etc., from turning* yellow.

HOW TO MEND TINWARE 


rpHERE IE much talk among house- 


wives of the "little leaks" in 


kitchen economy which make tha "big 
hole" in household' expenses. 
One o: 


these little things la the mending o: 
the numerous articles of tinware In use 
In the kitchen, a simple process tha 
is attended with much inconvenienci 
when the article must be sent from 
home to be repaired, but which the 
cook or housekeeper can easily menc 
with a little practice. 


Get a few cents' worth of muriatic 


acid and put into it all tho zinc It wil 
dissolve. 
Scraps of zinc may prob- 


ably be secured from a nearby shop 
Then buy a few cents' worth of hare 
solder. 
Whenever a leak makes its 


appearance In the tinware scrape off 
any rust that may be round It, cut off 
a piece of the soldering and place II 
upon the hole and hold the vessel over 
a burning lamp or any flame where 
the leak may be exposed to heat until 
the solder melts and spreads enough 
to cover the hole. Then remove and 
hold In position until the solder cools 
enough to harden. 


If It is necessary to mend any part 


of tinware that cannot be exposed to 
the flame or stove heat, have an Iron 
spoon In which to melt tho solder, 
treat the leak in the same manner as 
to cleaning and apply the acid, have 
a poker made hot and hold it on the 
leak until the parts around are heated 
and then pour the solder on. 


In the olden times housekeepers used 


to prevent the wearing of the bottom 
of pans and kettles by putting legs of 
powtor on them, and the present day 
tinware would last much longer by 
putting legs of solder on all pieces that 
are not used on the stove. 
All that Is 


necessary Is to clean a place with the 
acid, melt some solder in a spoon and 
pour it on slowly, letting it harden un- 
til the little knobs or legs are large 
enough to be serviceable.

cushions for hammock and porch 


use the first consideration should be 
given to suitability and the next to 
laundering. Simplicity of line and cool 
colorings arc also necessary requisites. 


To achieve the first purchase only 


materials that will stand hard wear 
and that will wash without fading. 
Don't sew the covering securely on the 
pillow, but rather mako cases that but- 
ton on. This Is done in several ways. 
The easiest Is to have an opening 
across the middle of th« back, faced 
back like a dress plaoket and provided 
with buttons or patent fasteners. 


For those who can afford It and 


where there are no children nothing 
equals In coolness and attractiveness 
cushions of white fabrics relieved by a 
few of sage or gray green. But don't 
go to the other extreme—unless your 
home Is In a very sooty town or you 
are making pillows for seashore or a 
woody bungalow—and patronize bright 
red materials.

The loss of so many lives each year is due to the lack of a system of 


public baths. 
If the citizens of Lowell were given 
a 
choice 
between 


sacrificing the lives of ten boys each year or providing a system of public 


baths, they would be ashamed to have it said that they valued human 


life so cheaply. But they know that about this number is sacrificed annu- 


nlly for lack of public baths, and yet they allow the sacrifice to go^on. 
They are thus indirectly responsible for the loss, of so many young lives 


every year. When will Ihny decide to clear this blot from the good name 


of our city? 


It is well known that with the rivers and canals passing the doors of 


children the temptation to go in bathing is very great so long as no other 
facility for bathing is provided. This is one of the things in which our city 


lass behind. 


GLOOMY MILL WALLS FRONTING ON STREETS 


This city has already too much blank wall spnce where mills front on 


public streets. 
On Middlesex street there is a good illustration of the 


gloom that is disseminated by these big mill gables coming out to the side- 


walk. Bridge street, already bnd in this respect, will soon be much worse if 


the Massachusetts company follows the old-time custom of building its high 


mill walls out to the street front without being relieved in any way from 


the sameness of the red brick work broken only by an occasional window. 


Another big mil! is being erected on East• Morrimack street, wo might say 


on Momma ck square, with one side out close to the sidewalk. It would 


seem to be in order for "the city beautiful committee" of the board of trade 


to use its influence with the Massachusetts company in the direction of 


having the new mill walls fronting on Bridge mid East Merrimack streets 


cither well lighted or in some other way relieved' of the usual monotony 


presented by such walls. 
This compnny lit first planned a couple of 


ornamental bridges across East Merrimack street; but 
this 
idea was 


abandoned on account of danger and the bad precedent that would thus be 
established. But there is no objection against a fair degree of ornamenta- 
tion on a mill wall fronting on a public street. 
The least that should be 


done in such cases is io make unusually good provision for perfect lighting 
so that the mill wall will not injure the street and even surrounding property 
or. account of its gloomy and monotonous appearance.

EX-GOVERNOR 
FOLK 
FOR 
PRESIDENT 


Out through the west the sentiment in favor of Joseph W. Folk of 


Missouri for president is rapidly growing. 
The boom was started at a 


banquet of the Missouri Democratic league on June 3, and since that date 


it seems to have ginned strength at a. wonderful rate. 


It hud been stated that Chump Clark, congressman from Missouri, 


w,,uld be a candidate for president, but at the banquet mentioned he gave 


out si statement that lie would be a candidate for congress, and nobody 


was authorized to say that he is a candidate for the presidency.

Folk has won his popularity by his own native ability in a long series 


of contests for better government. He has always announced that he did 


not want any boodlcr, briber or machine man to vote for him, and yet he 


Las been elected in -such cases by sweeping majorities. 


Norman J. Coleman, a member of Cleveland's cabinet, said after the 


banquet that he had never seen such a representative crowd of democrats 


(luring his sixty years' experience as that which endorsed Folk. 
He 


declared that ex-Governor Folk has elements of strength that no other 


democrat in the country cnn show. The record of his fights for civic purity 


and better government constitutes an interesting chapter of American con- 


temporary history. He first made his mark as circuit attorney in St. Louis, 


exposing more corruption than was ever laid-bore in the history of this 


country. When he started, venality in government was the rule rather than 


the exception but. he aroused the public conscience with the result that a 


pure public sentiment reigns in Missouri today. 
He inaugurated his first 


campaign with -what is known as the "Missouri idea," which means that 


citizenship in a free, country implies a civic obligation to enforce the yier- 


fonnanefc of every public trust; that, bribery is treason and that the givers 
and takers of bribes are the traitors of peace; that laws arc made to be 
enforced not to be ignored; that officials should no more embezzle the public 
power entrusted to them than the public money placed in their custody.

candidates for the nomination for president in the next national democratic 
convention. Bryan of course, will bo it factor, but if ho plans to draw his 
supporters together in his favor with a view Io capturing (he nomination 
once more (he party may as well go out of business.

an able and honest man, but the. defeat* he has suffered make his

TO CLEAN CHAMOIS AND SILK CLOVES 


season for silk gloves is at hand 


Chamois gloves have been a favor 


ito hand covering all winter, but ther 
are many women who in summer ar 
obliged to eschew kid gants, and tlv 
alternative is Bilk, lisle or chamois 
Chamois gloves in good quality ar 
very smart, and they may be easily 
washed and look well if properly done 
They must be dipped Into a warm sud 
of some pure white soap (never use 
hot water or strong soap) and gently 
patted between the ;hands until clean 
giving especial attention to the finger 
tips. Rinse in several clear waters and 
never dry them by trying to wring 
them as one does a handkerchief. This 
method will almost ruin the gloves, for 
places will be stretched thin, i£ not into 
holes, by the severe treatment. 


Instead, squeeze of press the water 


out of them by rolling them in a dry 
towel. Hang them up In the sun anc 
air for a few minutes, then put them 
on the hands and gently rub them un- 
til dry. This will leave the gloves just 
the right size for the wearer and as 
good as new. 


White silk or cotton gjoves must be 


washed with care or they will soon 
.turn yellowish. This can be prevented, 
however, by observing several precau- 
tions. 


Never wash silk gloves In hot water, 


but In lukewarm, and rinse in cold wa- 
ter with a touch of bluing In it. Do

not rub soap on the cilk gloves, as is 
usually done, but dip them into sud: 
made from some good white soap am 
hang thorn in the air to dry quickly 
Silk gloves of delicate colors should al 
ways be dried in the shade, as the sun 
fades them. Borax or ammonia in the 
water In small quantities' is sometimes 
good, but if used too often it will yel- 
low the gloves. 


After they are dry press, with a mod- 


erately hot iron or merely straighten 
the fingers out nicely with your hands 
Put them away, folded between sheets 
of blue cambric or paper If they are to 
be left any time. Tho blue color pre 
vents anything white, as dresses, os- 
trich plumes, etc., from turning yellow,

ThE DIRIGIBLE COSTUME

these little things Is the mending of 
the numerous articles of tinware in use 
In the kitchen, a simple process that 
is attended with much inconvenience 
when the article must be sent from 
home to be repaired, but which tho 
cook or housekeeper can easily mend 
with a little practice. 


Get a few cents' .worth of muriatlo 


acid and put into it all the zinc it will 
dissolve. 
Scraps of zinc may prob- 


ably be secured from a nearby shop. 
Then buy a few cents' -worth of hard 
solder. 
Whenever a leak makes Its 


appearance In the tinware scrape off 
any rust that may be round It, cut off 
a piece of the soldering and place it 
upon the hole and hold the vessel over 
a burning lamp, or any flame where 
the leak may be exposed to heat untl 
the solder melts and spreads enougl 
to cover the hole. Then remove ant 
hold in position until the solder cools 
enough to harden. 


If It is necessary to mend any part

GLOOMY 
MILL WALLS

This city has already too much blank wall space where mills front on 


public streets. 
On Middlesex street there is a good illustration of the 


gloom Ihut is disseminated by these big mill gables coming out to the sjde- 


walk. Bridge street, already had in this respect, will soon be much worse if 


the Massachusetts company follows the old.-tirne custom of building its high 


mill walls out to the street front without being relieved in any .'way from 


the sameness of the red brick work broken only by an pccasionnl window. 


Another big mill is being erected on East Merrimnck street, we might say 


on Merrifflack square, with one side out close to the sidewalk. 
It would 


seem to be in order for "the city beautiful committee" of the board of trade 


lo use its influence with the Massachusetts company in the direction of 


Imving the now mill walls fronting on Bridge and East Merrimack streets 


cither well lighted or in some other way relieved of the usual monotony 


presented by such walls. 
This company nt first planned a couple of 


ornamental bridges across East Merrimack street; but 
this 
idea 
was 


abandoned on account of danger and the bad precedent that would thus be 
or-fablisbed. But there is no objection against a fair degree of ornamenta- 
tion on a mill wall fronting on a public street. The least that should be 
done in such cases is. to make unusually good provision for perfect lighting 
so that the mill wall will not injure the street and even surrounding property 
on iic-count. of its gloomy and monotonous appearance.

EX-GOVERNOR 
FOLK

Chamois gloves have bee'n.a favor 


Ite hand covering all.winter, but the! 
are many women who in summer ar 
obliged to eschew kid Bants, and th 
alternative Is silk, lisle or chamois 
Chamois gloves in good quality ar 
very smart, and they may be easll: 
washed and look well if properly done 
They must be dipped into a warm sudi 
of some pure white soap (never usi 
hot water or strong soap) and gently 
patted between the hands until clean 
giving especial attention to the flnge 
tips. HI lisa in several clear waters and 
never dry them by- trying to wring 
them as one does a handkerchief. This 
method will almost ruin the gloves, for 
places will be stretched thin, if not into 
holes, by tho severe treatment. 


Instead, squeeze or press the water 


out of them by rolling them in a dry 
towel. Hang them up in the sun and 
air for a few minutes, then put them 
on the hands and gently rub them un- 
til dry. This will leave the gloves just 
the right size'for tho wearer and 
good as new. 
. White silk or cotton gloves must be 
washed with care or they will soon 
turn yellowish. This can be prevented, 
however, by observing several precau- 
tions. 


Never wash silk gloves in hot water, 


but in lukewarm, and rinse In cold wa- 
ter with a touch of bluing in It. Do

not rub soap on the cilk gloves, as 1 
usually done, but dip them into sud 
made from some good white -soap an 
hang them In the air to'dry quickly 
Silk gloves of delicate colors should al 
ways be dried In the shade, as the sun 
fades them.
